The paper said the air in the 
tiny dog cabin was subiected 
to chemical regeneration and 
that a system of forced venti- 
lation overcame weightlessness 

Pravda said the protective 
nose cone of Sputnik II was 
jettisoned after the rocket en- 
tered its orbit. 

Life of Sputnik TI. 

Pravda predicted that Sput- 
nik I would continue in its or- 
bit around the earth for at 
least three months before 
burning up the earth's at- 
mosphere. 

This would be in late De- 
cember or early January aiter 
the satellite drops to about 60 
miles above the earth. 

Sputnik II will continue its 
revolutions much longer, Prav- 
da said. The carrier rocket of 
Sputnik I will burn out much 
sooner than the satellite itself. 

The newspaper confirmed 
what scientists elsewhere had 
suspected—that the telemetric 
equipment in the satellites 
transmitting cosmic informa- 
tion to earth was switched on

U.S. Agent Says It Also 
Smuggles In Narcot- 
ics — Employers 
Forced to Join Team- 
sters, Witness Asserts.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13— 
Senate investigators were told 
today that the Mafia, a 
ported secret criminal syndi- 
cate, is active in the direction 
of a racket in the multi-million 
dollar garbage collection busi- 
ness in the New York area 

The witness, Joseph Amato 
a li-year veteran ediettliate 
for the Federal Narcotics Bu- 
reau, was summoned before the 
Senate labor rackets investi- 
gating committee to tell what 
he knew of several individuals 
of Italian extraction named on 
the committe’s inquiry into the 
Cartage racket Involving gang- 
sters and officers of the team- 
sters union 

Mafia and Racketeers. 

He gave the committee his 
appraisal of the pedigree of 
several persons named, al! of 
whom have disappeared since 
the committee looking 
for them, and spoke on the 
authority of his position as 
chief of the Narcotics Bureau's 
enforcement section relating to 
“The Mafia and majo; Italian 
racketeers,”’ as he stated it 

“Is this racket being oper- 
ated by the Mafia’’’ He was 
asked by Senator Irving M 
Ives (Rep.), New York 

“Yes,” the witness replied 

Robert F. Kennedy, commit- 
tee counsel, asked Amato if 
there actually was a Mafia or 
was it simply a name that 
police applied to the hierarchy 
in the Italian-American under- 
world. 

“That's. hard to 
Amato replied. “but we believe 
there exists in the United 
States a loosely organized so- 
ciety, with its core in Italy, for 
smuggling narcotics, and it is 
the Mafia.’ 

He said it was the original 
“black hand” gang which 
sprang up in the United States 
in the periods when Italian 
immigration was heavy and the 
immigrants brought along with 
them their Old World system 
of crime and violence 

Names ‘Labor Consultant.’ 

He said that Vincent Squil- 
lante of New York. identified 
as a “labor consultant” and 
sort of master mind of the 
cartage rackets, was considered 
by federal agents as a “majo! 
source of narcotics supply and 
a prominent racketeer in policy 
games and on the docks.” 

The agent testified that 
Squallante refused to handle 
narcotics personally but 
pervised delivery’ of heroin 
which he sold for $1600 a 
pound

In addition, some of the 
companies that had entered 
the atomic power field were 
hit hard by the Defense De- 
partment’s ‘“stretch-outs’” on 
its contracts last summer.

Price Says Military Officials 
Are ‘Short-Sighted.’ 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., Nov. 13 
(UP) — Representative Melvin 
Price (Dem.), Illinois, warning 


that the Russians are develop- 
ing a nuclear-powered airplane, 
charged high military officials 
last night with being ‘‘fool- 
hardy or short-sighted” in fail- 
ing to press research programs. 

Price, chairman of the con- 
gressional atomic research and 
development subcommittee, 
did not name the officials he 
had in mind. 

Speaking to students aft 
Evansville College, Price said 
United States military science 
had been impeded by a lack 
of understanding of ‘“‘the vital 
need of a vigorous research 
and development program.”

Price said his recent trip to 
Russia disclosed Soviet prog- 
ress on a nuclear-powered air- 
plane. It is important, he said, 
for the United States to be 
the one to get such a plane 
aloft. 

He singled out the Defense 
Department as being particu- 
larly prone to the attitude 
“that we should concentrate 
on producing the end items of 
military technology without 
bothering too much about the 
more abstract problems of re- 
search

CITY NOTES To PCT. 
HIKE IN DEATH RATE 


—— ——— 


Increase Not Regarded as 
Alarming — Rise in Re- 
spiratory Ailments. 


The number of deaths from 
all causes in St. Louis for the 
four weeks ended last Friday 
increased 15 per cent over the 
same period last year, and the 
number of deaths from pneu- 
monia in the month is up from 
22 last year to 57 this year, the 
City Health Division said to- 
dav. 

Health officials said the in- 
creases were not regarded as 
alarming and there was no way 
of telling definitely the extent 
to which Asian influenza might 


be a factor. There certainly 
has been an_ increase in 
respiratory ailments, it was 
said 

The over-all death rate start- 
ed rising about three weeks 
ago, and in the week ended 
last Friday deaths from all 


causes was 348, compared with 
249 in the same week of 1956. 
The pneumonia toll for the 
weck was 19. compared with 
two the same week of last vear. 

What public health officials 
call “excess mortality” from 
all causes’ is one index that is 
watched when an_ epidemic 
threatens. Asian flu is present 
in St. Louis, but the number 
of confirmed cases has been 
small 

In St. Louis county, where a 
slight increase in mortality 
from all causes has been noted, 
Dr. Herbert R. Domke, health 
commissioner, today reported 
anether death apparently asso- 
ciated with Asian flu.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 13 
(UP)—A mechanical brain now 
can predict a week in advance 
the passage of Russias two 
satellites over any point in the 
world, Smithsonian Astrophysi- 
cal Observatory said today. 

Astrophysicist Dr. Charles 
Whitney said the 1.B.M. ma-| 
chine at nearby Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology can fig- 
ure out seven days ahead of 
time the altitudes, positions, 
and directions of Sputnik |, its 
rocket, and Sputnik II. 

Whitney said the predictions 
will be sent to some 300 moon- 
watch stations and observator- 
ies throughout the world to aid 
them in tracking the earth- 
girdling man-made moons.

The ruling was made in a 
case where Local 728, Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Team- 
sters. had ‘‘advised” it members 
employed by truck lines that 
thev could refuse to handle 
freight from the Genuine Parts 
Company, Atlanta. 

The union was on strike at 
the company’s Atlanta plant. 
The clauses were contained in 
the union’s southeastern area 
contracts with trucklines haul- 
ing products of Genuine Parts 
Company. 

First Invalid Ruling. 

The question of the validity 
of such a clause under the 
act's bar on economic action 
against so-called innocent, or 
secondary, employers, has been 
hefore the board several times. 
This is the first ruling in 
which a majority has held such 
a clause invalid. 

It was the third time this 
month the board has voted a 
curb on significant conduct by 
labor unions. The first two 
cases involved picketing by a 
union that had not enrolled a 
majority of emploves in the 
picketed plant. One of the 
unions was a teamsters’ local, 
the other an affiliate of the 
International Association of 
Machinists. 

Boyd Leedom, chairman of 
the board, and Joseph A. Jen- 
kins, took the position in yes- 
terday’s decision that the board 
should adopt “an affirmative 
decisional rule” that a union's 
making of a hot cargo contract 
“constitutes prima facie ev- 
idence of union inducement or 
encouragement” of secondary 
boycott activity. Then a viola- 
tion would be established when 
it was proved that a shipper 
had been use of a common 
carrier's facilities 

Philip Ray Rodgers eon- 
curred in finding a violation 
in this case on the basis of his 
previously expressed view that 
such clauses are contrary to 
public policy and hence invalid 
in all industries. 

Concurs in Finding. 

Stephen S. Bean concurred 
in finding a violation on the 
basis of the Board's 1955 ruling 
that such a clause is valid be- 
tween employer and union but 
it may not be enforced by 
union appeals to employes. 
This ruling is now awaiting re- 
view by the Supreme Court. 

Murdock deemed such claus- 
es valid and enforceable. as the 
board originally held in 1949. 

In limiting the ruling to 
common Carriers, the principal 
opinion, signed by Leedom and 
Jenkins said: 

“The . .. major reason for 
board refusal . .. to hold ‘hot 
cargo’ contracts invalid postu- 
lates... that if employers may, 
and will, refrain from doing 
business with any individual, 
they may validly agree to re-

10 ARABS TO END

dan called on the Arab states 
today to end the “false propa- 
ganda campaign” against King 
Hussein. 

Parliamentary Speaker Mus- 
tafa Khalifey telegraphed the 
kings and heads of state 
throughout the Arab world ask- 
ing them to “put an end to 
these acts which are poisoning 
the Arab atmosphere.” 

(The appeal had no apparent 
immediate effect. The Cairo 
radio and press continued the 


attacks against Hussein, labeled | 


him a “traitor” and called for 
a revolt or assassination. 


(One of the things Cairo has 
accused Hussein of doing is 
negotiating with Israel on the 
refugee question. 


(The Cairo newspaper Al 
Shaab said today Hussein had 
transferred $2,000,000 abroad, 
presumably as a reserve if he 
were forced to flee from Jor- 
dan. Other newspapers said he 
had been offered $20,000,000 
by the United States to create 
Arab dissension and that he 
had received $3,000,000 from 
the United States embassy in 
Amman to_ strengthen his 
forces. 


Plea for Fleet Reported. 


(The newspaper Al Gumhur- 
riya said Hussein asked Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to send the 
United States Sixth Fleet to 
the eastern Mediterranean to 
support him. Al Ahram’s Wash- 
ington correspondent reported 
that Hussein asked his cousin, 
King Faisal of Iraq, for help.) 

Khalifey’s appeal went out 
as leaders of the Palestinian 
refugees in Amman tele- 
graphed leaders of the Arab 
League countries denouncing 
Egyptian propaganda and 
“some Syrian newspapers.” 

Khalifey’s telegram also was 
addressed to parliamentary 
leaders in the Arab capitals, 

“We draw attention to the 
false Egyptian propaganda 
campaign against King Hussein 
and Jordan and ask you to 
help put an end to these acts 
which are poisoning the Arab 


atmosphere,” Khalifey _ said. 
“At the same time, we feel the 
need for unity of Arabs and 
for protecting Arab MNa- 
tionalism.”

W ASHING TON. Nov 13— 
The House Committee on Un- 
American Activities said vyes- 
terday that a movement to 
destroy it had attained almost 
country-wide proportions A 
similar attack, it said, is under 
way to undermine the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and all 
congressional authority to in- 
vestigate subversive activities. 

In a special report the com- 
mittee said objectives of the 
Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee organized last Sep- 
tember were to destroy the 
Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, abolish the investiga- 
tive powers of Congress in the 
field of subversive activities 
and restrict important func- 
tions of the FBI 

In New York, the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee said 
the attack on it by the House 
committee further  substanti- 
ated the need for abolishing 
the latter “and the _ inquisi- 
torial powers of other con- 
gressional committees.”

Lausche Suggests Cut in U.S.

NEW YORK, Nov. 13 (AP)— 
Senator Frank J. Lausche

but suggested foreign aid and 
some other programs could be

He said appropriations in the 
scientific field probably would 
necessitate curtailment of 
spending in other fields. 

He coupled this, in an ad- 
dress before the Grocery Man- 
ufacturers of America, Inc., 
with a call for re-examination 
of the United States foreign 
aid program. 

He asked whether the Eisen- 
hower Administration was

those nations who openly pro- 
claim their faith in interna- 
tional Communism.” 

He also asked whether the 
Administration’s assumption of 
obligations normally borne by 
State and local governments 
“are not bringing us to the 
point of no return.” 

Lausche said there were

ects, including housing, when 
they are not immediately 
needed.

United States delegates here 
yesterday floated a “trial bal- 
loon,” circulating a draft reso- 
lution increasing the member- 
ship of the U.N. disarmament 
commission from 11 to 16. This 
idea failed to attract strong 
support and was withdrawn. 


Today, a new series of meet- 
ings is being held in an effort 
to work out a compromise 
which might attract more sup- 


rt. 

The obvious difficulty in this 
effort is that although in the 
end agreement on the form of 
future disarmament talks must 
take place between the United 
States and Russia, negotiations 


are being conducted in a 
round-about manner. Direct

Instead, the process {is for 
the United States first to ob-

It 
was the Russian view that the 
addition of India did not con- 
stitute a sufficient change from 
the old balance of forces, 
ent in the five-nationl subcom- 
mittee.

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Dream Car 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I am working on\a design for an 
American automobile, projecting 
present trends, which\should make 
all other cars obsolete~by 1959. 
Briefly, here are some of my im- 
provements: 

The front end will consist of 
nothing but headlights, totaling at 
least 50. The tail fins would be at 
least 30 feet high, allowing many 
other lights of various hues. The 
engine will develop 3000 horsepow- 
er and a speed over 500 miles an 
hour. The body will be less than 
three feet high, with a road clear- 
ance of one fourth of an inch. Ob- 
viously, the passengers lie prone. 
So will the driver, who will steer 
by periscope. 

The paint job might be pink or 
lavender, with large polka dots of 
every color in the spectrum.

The Sequel to Killian 


President Eisenhower has gone far to restore 
the confidence of leading scientists in his Ad- 
ministration by appointing Dr. James R. Killian 
as a special assistant for science and technol- 
ogy. If the distinguished president of M.I.T. is 
to attract the very best scientific brains to the 
national effort, however, more may have to be 
done. The Administration must face the fact 
that its relations with the scientific community 
have been estranged ever since Dr. J. Robert 
Oppenheimer was dismissed in 1954 as a secu- 
rity risk. 

Dr. Killian himself, it so happens, was one of 
the leading scientists who testified in Dr. Oppen- 
heimer’s behalf when the wartime leader of the 
‘Manhattan Project, which developed the atomic 
bomb, was being “tried” by a personnel security 
board for the Atomic Energy Commission. 

In an affidavit, Dr. Killian told of having at- 
tended meetings of the Government’s Science 
Advisory Committee with Dr. Oppenheimer. He 
said: 


In the course of these meetings I have 
observed no action or suggestion on the part 
of Dr. Oppenheimer that seemed to me to 
be against the interest of the United States, 
or to give any support to the charges against 
him in Gen. Nichols’s letter. On the con- 
trary, he has impressed me in these meet- 
ings as a man deeply devoted to strengthen- 
ing the security of the nation and fertile of 
ideas for promoting the national welfare. 
Every aspect of his work on this committee 
sustained my confidence in his loyalty and 
integrity. 


In these words Dr. Killian expressed the sen- 
timent of an overwhelming majority of the 
American scientific community. Despite this 
sentiment, the Atomic Energy Commission found 
that Dr. Oppenheimer, though unquestionably 
loyal, should be adjudged a security risk because 
of alleged “defects of character” and his associa- 
tions and political views of many years earlier. 

The finding was not persuasive in 1954 and is 
even less so today, when the hysteria of McCar- 
thyism has subsided. Subsequently it has been 
réported that Chairman Lewis L. Strauss of the 
Atomic Energy Commission bore an intense per- 
sonal animus against Dr. Oppenheimer, and that 
the Administration moved against the latter be- 
cause it feared a politically damaging investiga- 
tion by Senator McCarthy. 

Small wonder that many of the nation’s top 
scientists were repelled by the Oppenheimer 
case. They could not understand how our gov- 
ernment could overlook a great physicist’s years 
of proved loyalty and sacrifice him to political 
expediency. They could not understand how a 
scientist who had enjoyed access to the nation’s 
most precious military secrets, without ever in- 
curring the faintest suspicion of betraying them, 
could be ridden out of government on vague 
and filmsy charges having to do with “character” 
rather than objective facts. 

+ . . 

More than anything else, the Oppenheimer 
case is responsible for the withdrawal of many 
top-notch scientists from government activity. 
And now their services are acutely needed. By 
turning to Dr. Killian, the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration is in effect appealing for the confidence 
of the scientific community which was so griev- 
ously alienated three years ago. 

But is not something else needed? To restore 
the confidence of the best scientists, can the Ad- 
ministration afford to leave unrighted the wrong 
done to Dr. Oppenheimer—if it was a wrong? 


President Eisenhower ought to take another 
step. He ought to order a review of the Oppen- 
heimer findings by a board of the very highest 
standing, in order to satisfy the country and the 
scientific communtiy, that injustice has not been 
done. oe 
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Frank Lane Trades Himself 

Frank Lane will be remembered in St. Louis 
for more years than he lived here. After all, 
he transformed the Cardinals from a seventh- 
place club, no matter how good a seventh-place 
club, into a team that was a possible pennant- 
winner until almost the last week of the season. 
There were times when it seemed that this re- 
vitalization brought Lane more knocks than 
cheers. Nonetheless, the fans appreciated his job. 

Lane is going to Cleveland where he hopes to 
do a similar job for the Indians. Although they 
are only in sixth place, it must be remembered 
that he picked up the Chicago White Sox.when 
they were in eighth. So if he succeedsS—as we 
hope he will—he will “average out” as the hero 
of ‘From Seventh Place to Pennant Contender.” 
And that is a harder feat than most of those 
performed by Horatio Alger heroes. 

As Lane leaves St. Louis not quite everything 
is ‘‘sweetness and light.” There are recollections 
of that less-than-complimentary speech which 
Gussie Busch made to the Knights of the Caull- 
flower Ear. Lane has been carrying on under 
restrictions, and he is a man who likes a one- 
cook kitchen. We hope he finds one in Cleve- 
land. Anyway, he will be back in his element— 
pulling rabbits out of trades to make the long, 
hard climb in a hurry. 

By way of goodby, we might say that “all 
good things must end,” but we can add that if 
Frank Lane had to go, it is well that he has. 
gone out of the National League. St. Louis wants 
next year’s Cardinals to take off, unhindered,. 
from the perch on which Frank Lane left them.

Ghosts in the White House 

Abraham Lincoln scrawled the Gettysburg 
Address on an old envelope on his way from 
Washington to the battlefield. Americans would 
like all messages to come so directly from their 
Presidents, but they know it cannot be so. 

The series of talks President Eisenhower is 
making currently on science and security shows 
why this is so. Their content may not be as 
broad as a message on the state of the Union, 
but it is obvious that reports must be obtained 
from many persons in various branches of the 
Administration to bring the President's jinfor- 
mation up to date. — 

Still others—for example, the Secretary of 
State—are consulted on how much should be 
disclosed and how much must be kept back. 
The White House staff inevitably is involved, 
and then the presidential ghost writer, who is, 
in this case, Arthur Larson, former director of 
the United States Information Agency. But the 
draft which goes from him to the President's 
desk is not necessarily the speech as the Presi- 
dent will read it. 

All this is not new. Even a man with a flair 
for words like Franklin D. Roosevelt had his 
Robert Sherwood and-his Judge Rosenman. So 
many things claim the President's time that the 
ghost-writer in the White House is not a con- 
venience, but a necessity. The real test is 
whether the heart of the message comes from 
the writer or the speaker. Some years ago a 
Washington official stopped in the midst of a 
speech written for him to exclaim: “Why, I 
don’t believe that at all. Why, I utterly dis- 
agree with that last statement I just read to 


you.” That man had shifted too much of his 
duty to the ghost-writer, but he was honest. The 
President will have to make no such interjec- 
tion. He has ample opportunity to go over the 
drafts presented to him, and to change them 
till they suit him. He knows that while the 
words of a speech may not be strictly his, the 
responsibility for it is. 
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Sheriff Litzinger’s Strange Reply 

After several days of rather puzzling silence 
Sheriff Orion J. Litzinger is loudly calling for 
“a day in court.” He should be accommodated 
as speedily as is consistent with fairness to him- 
self and to the State. 

Sheriff Litzinger may not have long to wait. 
Prosecuting Attorney Edward Garnholz says he 
is going to file an ouster suit against him or 
else ask a grand jury to indict him as a result 
of charges that the sheriff collected “expenses” 
from both the State and professional bondsmen 
for returning bail jumpers. 

These disclosures were made last Wednesday 
and now, in replying to them through his attor- 
ney, Hale W. Brown, Sheriff Litzinger says that 
if there have been some bookkeeping mistakes 
they are due to the negligence of “certain other 
officeholders in St. Louis county.” The state- 
ment made for him by Mr. Brown contained this 
rather enigmatic paragraph: 


During the hearing he has requested he 
will bring to light negligence and inatten- 
tion to duty of at least four current office- 
holders now in St. Louis county and prob- 
ably more and he will not hesitate to bring 
out the negligence and inattention to duty 
of these officeholders as this matter pro- 
gresses. 


This implies that there is malféasance or 
worse in several county offices. If things are 
that bad, and he knew it, why has not the sher- 
iff done his duty and made charges against 
the offenders? 

It may also be asked if the sheriff is broad- 
casting a thinly veiled threat that is expected to 
strike fear to the hearts of certain persons. Is 
anyone going to be intimidated by the thought 
that if the sheriff takes the stand there just 
might be some embarrassing disclosures? And 
does the sheriff think that the accusations 
against unidentified persons will take some of 
the heat off him? 

The office presently being investigated is 
the office of the sheriff. Nothing should de- 
tract from that inquiry. The other matters of 
which Sheriff Litzinger speaks so vaguely can 
be taken up if and when they materialize. Right 
now the question is whether the sheriff's office 
is in something like the odious mess it was 
under Sheriff Litzinger’s immediate predecessor, 
Arthur C. Mosley. 
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Two Nations to Each Treaty 

One of the principal speakers for Veterans’ 
Day observance in St. Louis was Judge Levi M. 
Hall of Minneapolis, who seems to have ignored 
or overlooked the fact that a treaty between two 
friendly nations is usually acceptable to both 
parties. He urged that all status of forces trea- 
ties between the United States and its allies be 
restudied to assure provision of adequate “‘safety 
clauses” for protection of “all Americans in uni- 
form serving abroad.” 


If such pacts are to be restudied, the other 
nations concerned will want to exercise their 
rights to do some restudying too. The records 
show no case of an American service man tried 
in a foreign court who has been done an injus- 
tice. It may well be that some of the nations 
concerned would decide, after restudy, that they 
had been too lenient. If any softening up that 
we might request bordered on extraterritoriality, 
not one of our allies would stand for that. 
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Back to Withholding 


Gov. Blair has returned to the theme of a 
state income withholding tax which he first 
mentioned, and only briefly, during his election 
campaign. The Governor says he is considering 
a recommendation for withholding as an item 
for the special legislative session early next year. 

The Governor’s renewed interest in withhold- 
ing is undoubtedly prompted by the logic of 
Missouri finances. His new budget staff, making 
the first really thorough budget study in state 
history, may arrive at a budget exceeding a 
half billion dollars. That would be at least 
$10,000,000 more than the current state budget. 
How is Missouri to raise that extra money? 

Gov. Blair says it may be necessary to increase 
some taxes—cigarette, beer and whisky levies in 
particular. But the state will be in a poor posi- 
tion to demand new taxes unless it can prove it 
is getting the fullest revenue potential in pres- 
ent levies. On that point, the Governor says 
withholding state income taxes would add 
$7,000,000 more to annual revenue. 

This is precisely what other states have found. 
Eleven states have adopted the withholding 
method initiated by the Federal Government. 
Arizona, for one, early found that its revenue 
collections rose 25 per cent through withholding 
the levy at the source of income. 

Milton Carpenter, director of the Missouri 
Department of Revenue, disclosed just last 
month that a study of 150,000 income tax cases 
disclosed 25,000 failures to file returns. Some 
3600 of the delinquents paid up, but the state 
faces a diéficult legal task in compelling pay- 
ment by the remainder. 

Withholding would reduce such evasions. It 
would make taxation easier for wage-earners by 
placing them on a pay-as-you-go basis. It would 
bring in more revenue. And it would permit 
the state to show that it was getting as much 
money from its taxes as possible before asking 
for new taxes. 

The special session of the Legislature next 
year will deal with the state budget and appro- 
priations. Its major problem will be state fi- 
nances. So it will be both proper and logical for 
the Governor to ask the legislators to consider a 
withholding tax. 
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That Old Armstrong Ham 


Louis Armstrong’s music is fun to listen to, 
but is it art? A court in Munster, Germany, 
has ruled for tax purposes that it is not. The 
Armstrong product is variety, said the court, cit- 
ing that at the band’s Munster performance trom- 
bones were played with the feet and a clarinet- 
ist turned cartwheels. “This falls into the cate- 
gory of variety and is not art,” ruled the court. 

We offer a dissenting opinion. It is no more 
variety than it is art—it is ham. 

We could wish that Mr. Armstrong and his 
performers would not resort to cheap tricks as 
a means of responding to the ebullience of their 
audiences abroad. The clarinet sounds better 
without cartwheels, the trombone better with- 
out feet, whether being played as art or as 
vaudeville. There is more fire in one riff from 
the Armstrong trumpet than there could be in 
any amount of physical contortions. The music 
itself, played entirely upright and with the usual 
digits, should be enough to send those cats 
home twitching.

Editor’s Note: Mr. Farrell, the well- 
known novelist of “Studs Lonigan” 
and other books, recently made an 
extended trip to the Middle and Far 
East, including Israel, India, Pakistan 
and Indonesu. 


In the 1920s some American writers 
wielded a power in the land which 
no writer today possesses. They were 
voices, rousing the best of a genera- 
tion, driving many members of the 
plutocracy and the 
Babbitry on the de- 
fensive, morally 
and psychological- 
ly; they posed the 
problems of values, 
even where values 
were sunk out of 
sight in manners. 
This was the way 
in which “the lib- 
eral imagination” 
was expressed, even 
in the work of a 
man like Mencken, 
who was not a lib 
eral. 

Morally and psy- 
chologically, the ’20s was an era of 
individual personal revolution. The 
implied or stated criticisms and revela- 
tions of values in that decade cast a 
harder and more glaring white light 
on defects, misdirections and fatten- 
ing trends in America than did the 
great majority of shrill yells of the 
so-called Marxist and proletarian 
writers of the ’30s. 


Market Value Is Fabulous 


Sometimes this was achieved with 
a great sense of fun. Apparently, one 
needs to have lived, learned and been 
formed in those years truly to enjoy 
the release of a belly laugh at the 
boobery. 

What was fought then has survived 
to win at least a temporary victory 
today. Buncombe lost some of its 
market value for about two decades. 
But now that value is higher than 
ever. The real market value of bun- 
combe today is fabulous as compared 
to what it was in the ’20s. And bun- 
combe itself is different. In those 
years of our militant youth, buncombe 
was gaudy, preposterous, and the bun- 
combe artists were dramatic in their 
way. Today buncombe is sancti- 
monious, respectable, dull. 

Never in history was a nation as 
rich and as powerful as America at 
the end of the last war: but also never 
in history was a nation as unprepared 
to play its historic role. Then and 
now, there was posed for America the 
question—to learn or to perish. And 
it is a fair and arguable question, a 
proposition within the category of 
proper investigation and debate, to 
assert that America is not learning 
sufficiently. 


New Fields of Learning 


No reasonable person would dis- 
pute the historical fact that business 
has made a contribution to American 
development. And almost no one in 
America wants to take business away 
from business men. But until they 
change and learn in new fields, busi- 
ness men have many areas of incom- 
petence and blindness. 

Few of them ever seem to master 
politics. Business men in politics fre- 
quently have as much capacity to put 
their feet in their mouths as they 
have an ability in their fields to make 
money. Business is their life. 

In this country, too many business 
men seem to have a yearning to be 
built up as heroes and as models in 
matters other than busihess. Many of 
them are capable and intelligent. I

should never wish to encounter them 
in a lighted alley of finance, let alone 
a dark one. But a number of them, 
who cannot write a speech, will hire 
men to write them speeches on mat- 
ters of which they know less than I 
do about engineering. Many of them 
boast, and believe it, too, that business 
has made America great, and they ig- 
nore or half ignore the contributions 
of others. 


Their advertising men are reaching 
that point of fantastic conceit where- 
by they are ready to crush Khrush- 
chev by making understandable to the 
world what “the people’s capitalism” 
means. 


These attitudes are affecting what 
is called American propaganda abroad. 
We are in danger of keeping the peace 
by platitude. 


‘This Big Boom in Inspiration’ 


I fear that we are in for possibly 
the biggest inspirational drive in his- 
tory. It is called the People to Peo- 
ple Program, and it was inaugurated 
by the President at a White House 
conference. The aim of this gigantic 
effort is to tell the truth about Amer- 
ica and to correct the lies and distor- 
tions of Communist propaganda. 


This is to be achieved by private 
citizens organized in committees which 
will deal with almost every phase of 
American life from an understandable 
exposition of ‘the people’s capitalism” 
to stamp collections. 

What values will “P. P. P., Inc.” 
convey? What ideas? What views? 
And will this be a foreign policy? 
And do we have to have all these 
committees and this big boom in In- 
spiration to prove that the Russian 
leaders are just plain liars? 


History is changing fast. The Hun- 
garians do not want postcards from 
America. The French do not either. 
What some nations want is leadership 
from the United States. Others want 
aid and political support in their own 
games of power politics. 


World Sick of Propaganda 


I fear that new plutocracy, the 
hucksters, the new class of word- 
trusters instead of brain trusters, plat- 
itude-heads instead of eggheads are 
hell bent, not for leather, but merely 
to organize the world’s most mammoth 
slogan campaign. 

J put the moral in the form of a 
question: Do we have a sense of 
humor, a means of retaining a sense 
of balance? Once upon a time, there 
was a wonderful sense of humor in 
America. 

Ours is the spirit of the '20s suffer- 
ing from large, triumphant and swell- 
ing indigestion of complacency, In- 


digestion is dangerous. 

The world is not a Salvation Army 
project. It is a torn world full of 
people. And the world is growing 
sick of propaganda. 


If we are capable of learning as a 
people, we had better start in now. 
For we have a serious role to per- 
form. This role is to contribute a dy- 
namic example of freedom, the most 
meaningful way of life available for 


‘man. We cannot play this role with 


gimmicks: We must play it with ideas.

Between Book Ends 


Not Free for Treason 


WHITE MAN, LISTEN, by Richard 
Wright. (Doubleday, 190 pgs. $3.) 


American society is so constructed 
that the psychological situation of the 
Negro’s position results in identifica- 
tion by race regardless of the field 
and his adeptness. ‘“‘When he becomes 
a publisher, he is a ‘Negro’ publisher; 
when he becomes a physician, he is a 
‘Negro’ physician; when he becomes 
an athlete, he is a ‘Negro’ athlete.” 

Although this statement does not 
begin, nor run as a central theme of 
“White Man, Listen,” it is representa- 
tive of the terse and poignant com- 
ments in this volume by Richard 
Wright, author of “Native Son,” and 
other books. 


Mr. Wright, who now lives in Paris, 
originated “White Man, Listen” in a 
series of lectures delivered in Europe 
between 1950 and 1956. Speaking of 
the book he said: 
“This is not a polit- 
ical book. This is 
not a book dealing 
with emotional re- 
actions of people. 
The problem that I 
seek to expose in 
this book is ad- 
dressed to the white 
man of the West, 
but it is not basi- 
cally a racial prob- 
lem. It is a human 
problem and it is 
this aspect of it 
that I stress.” 

The author di- 
vides his book into four chapters, the 
first of which deals with the psycho- 
logical reactions of oppressed people. 
In this section he intimately discusses 
the alignment of Asians, Africans and 
American Negroes as distinct from 
the “white world” and their ‘almost 
unconscious tendency to hide their 
deepest reactions from those who they 
fear would penalize them if they sus- 
pected what they really felt.” 


Of the American Negro, Mr. Wright 
said he is so passionately loyal to his 
country because he is not psychologi- 
cally free enough to be a traitor. This 
negative loyalty, he continued, is wide- 
spread also in Asia and Africa as a 
result of being cut loose from their 
traditions by the white man who went 
to the continents to save souls, to 
trade and to get raw materials. 

He also discusses tradition and in- 
dustrialization in Africa and Asia and 
“The Miracle of Nationalism in the 
African Gold Coast,” but he speaks 
with first-hand intimate knowledge in 
an analysis of the life, traditions, 
ideals and history of Negroes in the 
chapter on the literature of the Negro 
in the United States. 


“White Man, Listen,” of course, is 
a book aimed at attacking the prac- 
tices of segregation and discrimination 
in America as well as Asia and Africa. 
Mr. Wright has with precision dealt 
with the emotional reactions of col- 
ored peoples of the world, without 
apology to anyone. JOHN HICKS.

For the first time a publisher has 
caught up with the sports car enthu- 
siasts of America with a series of 
inexpensive but handsomely illus- 
trated booklets devoted to specific as- 
pects of motoring for sport. Entitled 
the “Modern Sports Car Series,” the 
books deal with the major sports cars, 
how to purchase one and how to drive 
one in races.

‘Nathan Leopold's Own Story 


He Reaches Decision to ‘Quit Hating 


Leopold Tells How Priest's Words Guided Him—First Efforts to Obtain Clemency Related 


Ninth installment in Nathan 
Leopold’s own story. 


By Nathan Leopold 

HE YEARS after Dick's 
T ceath were not altogether 

pleasant. Officially, there 
were a number of restrictions 
on me, and these galled me 
a lot. It is never easy do get 
along in a situation where you 
stick out like a sore thumb. 


And, in addition to their di- 
rect effect on me, they af- 


fected my relations with other 
cons indirectly. The fact that 
I had a cell alone, the fact 
that I had to be accompanied 
by a keeper, these were wide- 
ly misinterpreted. They made 
it much harder for me to 
get along. And the fact that I 
brought “heat” wherever I 
went didn’t make it any easier. 

And, too, a large fraction of 
the trouble was my own fault. 
My habit of showing my feel- 
ings openly and without at- 
tempt at dissimulation made 
me disliked by many fellows; I 
just was not a good diplomat. 

I remember a story told me 
once by a fellow who became 
a close friend. He had been 
discussing me with another 
guy. This other guy disliked 
me intensely, and the first man 
tried to find out exactly why. 
The fellow couldn’t come up, 
right off, with his reasons for 
disliking me. After analyzing 
the matter a while, he stated 
his reason. He disliked me “be- 
cause I walked as though I 
was stuck up.” I don’t know; 
perhaps I do walk that way. 
But if I do, it is something 
beyond my conscious control. 
If this were just an isolated 
instance, it wouldn't matter; it 
would just be laughable. But 
I'm afraid that a good many 
cons are similarly affected by 
my personality. 

I began to build up a pret- 
ty solid feeling of resentment. 
The thousand daily petty frus- 
trations of life in a tight prison 
have a cumulative~impact on a 
guy. He drifts, without know- 
ing it, into a pretty bitter, re- 
sentful frame of mind. Most 
cons are enthusiastic haters. 


Then, one evening, some- 
thing happened that called my 
attention sharply to the direc- 
tion in which I was drifting. 
Father Weir was in the habit 
of giving a 15 or 20-minute 
talk over the institutional ra- 
dio every Saturday evening. 
Usually I didn’t listen. On this 
particular Saturday, I had 
lain down on my bunk for a 
nap without remembering to 
turn off the radio speaker. 
When Father began to talk, I 
was just too lazy to get up 
and switch it off. His subject 
was hate, and after the first 
minute or two, I found)my at- 
tention gripped by what he was 
saying. He pointed out that 
most men in prison are great 
haters. They hate the prison 
authorities, they hate the pros- 
ecutor and the judge who sent 
them down here, they hate the 
witnesses against them, they 
hate friends who are doing 
less for them than they think 


right. 
All very well, said Father. 
Let’s assume that some of 


those hatreds have a factual 
foundation. What are you ac- 
complishing by hating? Does 
the object of your hatred even 
know you hate him? If he does, 
how does it affect him? Does 
it bother him or does he actu- 
ally get pleasure from know- 
ing that you are raging im- 
potently? Maybe you're adding 
the final touch to his triumph. 
Now, how does hatred affect 
the hater? Does it help him? 

He was right. I decided to 
quit hating! 

A line from Virgil’s Aeneid 
had impressed me when I was 
a kid in high school. Aeneas 
and his followers have been 
shipwrecked on the coast of 
Africa. They have lost every- 
thing; they barely succeed in 
dragging themselves to shore. 
They are cold, wet, discour- 
aged. And Aeneas tries to rally 
their spirits. Among other 
things he says to them: “Some- 
day, maybe, it will be pleasant 


to remember even these 
things.” : 
Well, maybe that was true 


of prisons, too; maybe some- 
day it would be pleasant to 
remember even this. I had one 
of my artist friends make a 
little sign carrying the quota- 
tion and hung it on the wall. 
a * 

N 1944, I had in 20 years, 

the minimum of a life sen- 

tence. Of course it didn't 
mean anything practically in 
my case, for I was also doing 
a sentence of 99 years, and the 
minimum on that would not be 
for 13 years more. I didn’t 
even apply for definite sen- 
tence parole on my life sen- 
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tence, as was my right under 
the law. But it did set me to 
thinking. 

If and when I did come up 
for parole, who was there who 
could speak up in my behalf? 
The members of my immediate 
family, of course, or those of 
them who should still be alive. 
But just because they were 
members of my family, they 
would be prejudiced in my 
favor, and their evidence 
would be of less value than 
that of others less closely con- 
nected with me. The people 
who were my friends before 
my incarceration were mostly 
youngsters of my own age at 
the time—boys and girls of 19. 
They hadn’t had any contact 
with me for 20 years; their 
opinion could not be of much 
value. 

A rule of the Parole Board 
prevented anyone in the em- 
ploy of the institution from 
expressing an opinion. Who, 
then, could come to my aid? 
Only those people who had had 
some sort of professional con- 
tact with me during my term 
in prison. But they were scat- 
tered all over the country and, 
besides, they weren't getting 
any younger. © 

It occurred to me that I 
ought to try to get written 
expressions of opinion from 
some of them, so that I would 
have them in my possession 
when the time came. I asked 
all of them to send the letters 
to my brother, who put them 
in his strong box for safe- 
keeping. 

In January, too, we malaria 
volunteers who were not eli- 
gible for parole were directed 
to submit petitions for execu- 
tive clemency. The law re- 
quires that all applications for 
commutation of sentence be in 
writing and specifies how they 
are to be drawn up. The peti- 
tion must consist of three 
parts: a short biography of the 
applicant, including his parent- 
age, family, schooling, and 
work record; a brief statement 
of the details of the crime; and 
a statement of the reasons 
upon which the petitioner 
bases his plea. My petition was 
very brief; I got it all onto one 
page. 

Now began a wild round of 
interviews and examinations 
for all of us, for we had to be 
inte: 7iewed successively by the 
psychiatrist, the psychometrist, 
the sociologist on the staff of 
the criminologist, and the so- 
ciologist-actuary. Most of the 
interviews were reasonably 
brief. The average time for the 
psychiatric interview, for ex- 
ample, was only six or eight 
minutes. But in my case the 
psychiatrist—one of the lead- 
ers in the field — spent six 
hours on the interview—two 
three-hour sessions. I was 
somewhat apprehensive at be- 
ing thus singled out, and the 
doctor’s examination was cer- 
tainly comprehensive and ex- 
haustive. For the last 15 or 20 
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minutes of the interview, one 
of the other members of the 
professional staff, whom I 
knew quite well, was present, 
and he told me later that after 
I had left the room the doc- 
tor turned to him and said, 
“Hell! I'd take that boy into 
my own home.” How happy 
that made me. 

Now began a long period of 
waiting. The next meeting of 
the Pardon Board was in April, 
and then the board considered 
only six of the applications of 
the malaria volunteers. All six 
received some reduction of 
their sentences. The usual pro- 
cedure in applications for exe- 
cutive clemency is that the 
hearing is held in Springfield 
every three months. The in- 
mate is not present at all, as he 
is in a parole hearing. Interest- 
ed parties who wish to speak 
either for or against the ap- 
plication are heard in Spring- 
field, but the inmate is repre- 
sented only by his written 
petition. In the case of the 
malaria volunteers, however, 
the board deviated a little from 
this pattern. Each month, when 
they were at the institution for 
the parole hearing, they heard, 
or interviewed, also a num- 
ber of the malaria cases. These 
interviews were interviews 
only, designed to give the board 
members a little fuller informa- 
tion and a chance to see the 
applicant in person. The for- 
mal hearings were still held in 
Springfield quarterly, and it 
was here that the decisions 
were made. 
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T the July pardon hearing, 
A: somewhat larger number 

of volunteers were consid- 
ered. Almost all of them got 
some consideration, too. The 
next meeting was in October, 
and I very much hoped my case 
would be heard then. For 1948 
was an election year, and this

I 
hoped that my case could be 
heard during Gov. Green's 
term. For the Project had be- 
gun under his administration: 


he had sanctioned it. And he |
